The Dangerous House Fly. 

With the advent of summer tha 
housefly, with its filthy feet, will be; 
swarming |by the millions. This fly, i 
formerly regarded only as a sort of 
nuisance, is' now known to be a dis- 
semanator of disease and a dangerous 
enemy to mankind. Everything should 
bejdone to keep him out of the house 
and to banish him from the community 
Cleanliness, disinfectants and screens 
will do it. Few families are so poor 
they can not screen their houses. 
Screens on windows and .outside doors 
are an excellent investment. 

“It is .inconceivable,” says Dr. L. 
O. Howard, Entomologist of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, “that human j 
beings should have so long viewed this j 
insect, the house fly. as a simple nu- j 
isance, and the public indifference has ! 
been due not only to the general ignor- i 
ane of the danger, but to the lack of j 
such knowledge and comparative apa - 1 
thy on the part of boards of health as 1 
well as the medical profession in gen- j 
eral. The very name ‘house fly* sug- ; 
gests nothing harmful, and it is pro- 1 
posed that if in all publications in the 
future this insect be known as the ty- j 
phoid fly, cr as the manure fly, even 
the average individual will without 
trouble absorb some idea of the ob-! 
jtctionable qualities. 

“Although the full life history and 
most facts concerning the house fly 
have been displayed in previous years 
in publications of the Bureau of En- 
tomology, beginning with the early 
summer ofJlDOS an effort was made to 
learn certain facts connected with the 
seasonal abundance of the insect, with 
the idea of comparing at the close of 
the season the curve of house fly in- 
crease and decrease with the curve of 
typhoid increase and decrease, in the 
hope of emphasizing in this way the 
part played by the house fly in the 
carriage of typhoid, which is becoming 
more and more accepted even under i 
city conditions, it seems certain that 
many otherwise inexplicable cases of ( 
typhoid, and even of epidemics of ty- j 
phoid, are entirely or largely to be 
laid to the carriage of the germ by 
this fly.”

Compared with the 
corresponding week last year cattle 
increased 9,200 hogs decreased 68,800 
and sheep 14,400. 

" — One hundied and eight fine im- 
ported Jersey milk cows arrived at 
Elemendorf Farm Friday morning 
from New York in charge of a number 
of attendants, and will be a considera- 
ble addition to the already large herd 
of several hundred dairy cows at El- 
mtndorf. The cows are of the best 
that could be found in the Jersey Is- 
land and England and are all high 
class animals having been selected 
and imported specially for Elemer.- 
dorf. 

—Because the report of the crop 
condition in this state ! for the month 
of March showed a decided falling off 
in the acreage of wheat .Commissioner 
of Agriculture Rankin has decided to 
begin a campaign to induce the farm- 
ers of Kerrtucky to grow more wheat 
and less tobacco. He has a double 
purpose in this campaign, which will 
be one of education. He will try to 
get the farmers to go back to the old 
system of taking their wheat to the 
mill and having it ground for their 
own use, take their shorts and mill 
feed home and feed it to their stock 
nad sell what is left, and not until 
they have first supplied their own 
wants. During the next year Com- 
missioner Rankin is going to try to get 
every farmer in Kentucky to raise 
some wheat on his farm.

A tremendous crop 
was grown in Shebly county last year. 
Practically all the independent tobrcco 
has been marketed at big prices, but 
the pooled tobacco, which represtn s 
about fifty per cent of the whole, is 
still in the growers’ hands or stored 
>n warehouses, with no definite pros- 
pect of a sale in the immediate future. 

The leaders in the society have no 
hesitation in declaring that it is now 
op to the .independents to make 'the 
first move. If a sufficient numb* r of 
them indicate their willingness to 
Pool, the* will join in heartily, but 
the society does r.ot propose to take 
the initiative.

The Trust Program. 

The Christian Science Monitor of 
Boston quotes George VV. Perkins, part- 
ner of J. P. Morgan, as saying at 
Harvard University : “Great corpor- 
ations would not be a menace, , but a 
great public benefit if managed under 
laws that would compel pruper pub- 
licity and punish officers for impropre 
methods.’’ “How can this be done? ” 
he asks and answers that it is only at- 
tainable through national control, ad- 
ding: “State control is impossible 
because steam and electricity have 
largely wiped out State lines in com- 
mercial undertakings.” 

This is the trust program : center 
everything at Washington. Take ,the 
control of$ corporations out of the 
hands cf tbe states "and then wait for 
Congress to' act. If the trusts I can 
control the] president, the senate or 
the house — any one cf the three— they 
can prevent regulation. They have 
for more than fifteen years prevented 
the reformation of the senate because 
they can control the Senate now more 
eas» y than they could if senators were 
elected by popular vote. It is difficult 
enough to regulate “great corpora- 
tions” when both the state and* the 
federal governments is given exclu- 
sive control. Evrey democrat will op- 
pose the scheme— the fact that it is 
advanced by trust magnates is conclu- 
sive , ‘proof that it is antagonistic to 
the interests of the public. The demo- 
cratic position is that federal reme- 
dies shouidfbe added to. not substitut- 
ed for state remedies.

Bamboo. 

It is possible that the world’s fu- 
ture supply of paper pulp will be de- 
rived from the bamboo forests of the 
tropics instead of being drawn from 
the forests of the temperate zones.
